appeared to be practically unchanged 
today. The morning bulletin issued by 
the papnl physicians, Prof. Ettore Mar- 
ehis-fava, and Dr. Andrea Amlei, was as 
followsi 


"The holy father -was again without 


fever this morning. His temperature is 
P7. 
The. cough has diminished and ex- 


pectoration 
has become easy and co- 


pious. The pontiff's general condition has 
always bean satisfactory.

Physician Makes Statement. 


Prof. Marchiafava, the pope's pbyei- 


ciao, gave out the following statement 
today: 


"The illness of the pope is now tak- 


ing its normal course. The patient was 
much better during the forenoon after 
his night's rest. 
He. had had a slight 


set back late yesterday afternoon when 
his temperature rose slightly. 


"If it is possible to induce Pope Pius 


to follow the orders of his medical ad- 
visers, the amelioration in his condition 
will bring with it a revival of strength. 
In other words, the recovery of the 
pontiff is chiefly in his own hands. 


"The pope is a most difficult patient 


to deal with. 
While apparently giving 


in to the recommendations of his phy- 
nicians, the moment he feela slightly 
tetter he insists on having his own way, 
Buying, '1 command here,' "

of inefficiency, however." he added, "be- 
fore any one will be removed."

Burleson said the decision hud been 
reached after conferences with Presi- 
dent Wilson who favored 4he merit sys- 
tem. As present a plan is being work- 
ed out for securing efficiency under the 
civil service, fourth class postmasters 
having been placed under that jurisdic- 
tion on an executive order by Mr. Taft.

Trade Relations Abroad 


The average critic of the new tariff bill now in pro- 


cess of discussion before the democratic house caucus, has 
plainly overlooked or ignored one feature of the measure 
from which distinct advantage is expected to ensue to 
American trade. 'This is the provision that authorizes 
the president to negotiate special trade agreements with 
foreign countries upon a reciprocal basis. The conten- 
tion that the question of reciprocity has been wholly over- 
looked in the effort at tariff readjustment on a revenue 
basis, and that one of the recognized principles of Ameri- 
can tariff law has been cast aside is in point of fact un- 
warranted and untrue. The reciprocity provision in the 
bill, if it shall survive the crucible of housQ and senate 
vote, is designed to afford the president the widest lati- 
tude in conducting negotiations wherein mutual conces- 
sions may result in a wider expansion of our export trade. 
It puts the United States in a position where it can to a 
considerable degree dictate the terms with foreign coun- 
tries in order to get the largest measure of return for 
trade concessions, and at the same time not remove the 
bars against those countries which are unwilling to-meet 
Uncle Sam upon a rational trade basis. 
While he has 


done but little talking about it, it is knoAvn that l*resident 
Wilson is placing much stress upon the importance of the 
negotiation feature, and that he expects marked results 
from it. This was one of the essentially Wilson ideas in 
the measure, and the president lias consistently demand- 
ed from the first that it be incorporated in the bill. 
Reciprocity has by no means been discarded or overlooked 
in the measure which the president and his party are now- 
offering to the country with their pledges.

Our Floods Are the Result of Man's Interference 
With the 
Perfect 


Work of Nature's Architect 


This the the tenth of a series of 


articles by engineers 
and 
laymen 


concerning the question of flood-pre- 
vention. 
The writer of the follow- 


in contribution, J. C. F. Sprankle, 
is considered a high authority on 
drainage and irrigation 
work. He 


is the general manager and consult- 
ing engineer of the Sprankle Com- 
pany, with temporary headquarters 
at " Oklahoma 
City, 
Okla., 
from 


which city are directed many im- 
mense dredging and drainage pro- 
jects. Mr. Sprankle is locally inter- 
ested in tho American Steel Dredge 
Company, of which concern he holds 
the position as treasurer. His coun- 
try borne is located on the Carring- 
ton road. 
The communication here 


published wns given to Hon. P. A. 
Randall with whom Mr. 
Sprankle 


had held many conferences concern- 
ing local disposal of sewage, river 
improvements and matters of gener- 
al public interest. 


(By J. C. F. Sprankle.) 


I have been asked by a number of 


citizens of Fort Wayne to express my 
views as to the best method to control 
and obviate the 
Hoods of the rivers 


which pa*s through our city. 


This, In my view, is not a compli- 


cated or difficult problem to solve. • In 
tho,.first place, find the cause, and then 
remove it. 


Let us look around a little for the 


cause. 
When 
nature's 
architect do- 


signed the plan ami finished the work 
of conservation 
and 
control of the 


waters, it waa perfect. On the extreme 
high water sheds we have small and 
large areas. Down a little further we 
have rolling table lands; and still fur- 
ther down we have our river bottoms 
and swamps, which originally received 
the. 
surplus 
overflow. Leading from 


those watersheds we have innumerable 
small water courses, getting larger and 
larger ns they moot, one with anaiiier, 
until finally they form our largo rivers. 


Xow, 
originally those watersheds wove 


covered with forests, and excessive rain- 
fall was held in chock and was let down 
gradually into our rivers, causing no 


harm. There was ample capacity in the 
channels of our streams to take care of 
even such rainfall as we had recently. 
After nature's architect spent centuries 
of time in perfecting his work, along 
comes man, just about the same kind 
of men we have today, and with just 
as little thought as they have today, 
and he *ays: 
"We will destroy these 


forests in order to have a place to build 
our homes. We will have to drain the 
water from the surface of the land in 
order to raise something upon which 
to subsist." And so he begins. 
After 


he has denuded the surface of its for- 
ests he begins on the rivulets and rills 
away up in the small watersheds, to 
put in his tile drains, coming down 
and down until he can no longer get 
sufficient tile to carry the volume of 
water he has accumulated. 
Then lie 


digs larger nnd still larger open ditches, 
until he finally dumps the accumulation 
in our rivers, and there he stops. Riv- 
ers, take care of it if you can! 


Up to this period man has absolutely 


destroyed the natural architect's work; 
he has let tho water all out of theso 
small reservoirs away up in the high- 
lands and rushed it through his drains 
to the river. 
He does not stop at this 


—he goes the natural architect one bet- 
ter—by saying the rivers are too large, 
and he is too poor to build bridges of 
snflicient length to properly span the 
channels. 
He drives piling and also 


puts abutments for bridges in the river 
channel. 
A little further along comes 


our railroads with their great engineers 
(just out of school) running lines, and 
when they come to the rivers they look 
up and down stream and they see a 
primitive bridge of crude construction 
and they determine if that bridge is 
long enough, ono just a little larger will 
do for thi; railroad, ns it will have to 
be jnuch heavier to carry the railway 
train, and therefore will be sufficient to 
withstand flood waters if in time of 
need they can run a few railroad cars 
on a bridge to hold it down, while the 
people drown because they choke the 
channel of tho river. 


Not only tho railroads, but wo have 


a wise lot in charge of our highway 
bridges. 


In looking over tho situation, I have 


been trying to figure out how -long it 


will be at the present ratio of decrease 
in the sizes of the bridges until it would 
take a 
ten-pound sledge hammer to 


drive a spike nail through the openings. 


Then we have another class who can- 


not find room to build buildings with- 
out encroaching on the rights of the 
river. These are some of the causes of 
cur recent 
troubles 


The Effect. 


Little need bo said of the effect, as 


thereis plonty of visible evidence of 
what has taken place; lives lost, homes 
stripped of everything thay contain and 
destruction of property on all lowlands, 
to say nothing of the chances of sick- 
ness and pestilence which usually follow 
in the wake of great floods. 


The Remedy. 


There is but one solution, in my view 


of the situation. We read a great deal 
in the papers of holding these flood 
waters in check by building reservoirs. 
It seems to me, from the lessons al- 
ready taught by the breaking of reser- 
voirs, that it would not be a reason- 
able solution of the problem, from the 
fact that every person who resides in 
the valleys below these reservoirs lives 
in terror, and if the dams should break, 
which is often the case, the waters usu- 
| ally sweep everything before them. 
If 


j you would build sufficient reservoirs 
they would occupy the most and best 
of our lands on the head of the streams. 
We have an ever increasing population 
and we certainly need these lands for 
agricultural purposes in the placo of 
reservoirs. 


As we step from this, we have but 


one solution, that is to deepen and 
widen our river channels, and, where it 
is necessary, to dike the same to get 
them back far enough so as to give am- 
ple room for extraordinary flood waters. 


The solution in our own immediate 


vicinity, in 
my 
views, would bo to 


dredge tho St. Mary's river, the St. 
Joe river to the junction of the Mau- 
inee; use the 
excavated 
material to 


raise the river banks from 7 to 8 feet 
above the present levels; then deepen 
and widen the Maumo.fi by the same 
method fnr enough downstream to tnko 
euro of tlie waters from these rivers. 


This is a question that has boon agi- 


tated for years, but the agitation was 
all that ever came of it until

"What Ailj Us!" by Theodore F. Thieme 
in an address at the Commercial club 
Monday evening, announced as "an up- 
to-date analysis of our political trou- 
bles." It was Mr. Thieroe's report up- 
on the efforts for and the failure of en- 
actment of the business form of city 
government before the recent legisla- 
ture, and in the course of his address 
he scored tho Allen county members of 
the legislature 
for opposing the bill, 


launching an attack of particular sever- 
ity .upon the political method* of Sen- 
ator S. B. Fleming, whom he directly 
charged with tbe defeat of the bill. 


Citizens' League as Remedy. 


Following Mr. Thieme's suggestion of 


the formation of a citizens' league to 
disseminate the home rule doctrine for 
cities as an important step in continu- 
ing the campaign for tho business plan 
or some similar improved form of city 
government, the meeting adopted a res- 
olution authorizing the appointment of 
a committee with that end in view. 


B. Paul Mossman presided as chair- 


man of the meeting, which was attend- 
ed by some two hundred Fort Wayne 
citizens, and Mr. Thieme's address was 
listened 
to with 
keen interest. Mr. 


Thieme opened his address with a caust- 
ic arraignment of the political method 
of government 
of 
cities, 
citing Fort 


Wayne's case in particular. 


"If fifty or even twenty-five years 


ago," he said, "Fort Wayne had dis- 
carded it and put the city on a modern 
business basis, if the city had been put 
on the same efficient business basis as 
governs the Pennsylvania railroad, the 
Ueneral Electric company, our mercan- 
tile house*, banks and trust companies, 
which would mean putting the entire 
ity into the hands of highly qualified 
and expert officials, what condition do 
vou suppost our river banks.would be in 
today! Ohargei Flood Damage. 


"Would wo have the sam« irregular, 


dangerous stream flowing through our 
cities a* it was a hundred years ago, and 
which is now converted into an open 
sewer t 
Would we have had this dis- 


tressing flood which costs tho people 
thousands of dollars and will depreciate 
property in the lower districts of the 
city many thousand* of dollars, not to 
mention the distress and Buffering of 
the people I Had we had such a system, 
in what condition do you suppose you 
would find our 
waterworks, electric 


light plant*, »e-w«rs, public buildings, 
park* and bridge* today? 
Would not) 


the que«tion of track elevation, public 
ownership of 
all 
utilities,

would not all of these have been past

Gentlemen, I 


charge the present system of misman- 
agement of our cities with tho full re-'"

pavements, our . lost opportunities in 
ownership of our public utilities, thn 
million, of dollars of the taxpayers' 
money absolutely wasted—all of which 
contribute to our unwashed, undressed 
and ordcrless civic appearance, and our 
continual bankruptcy." 
The Right of Prot«it. 


"A certain politician recently disposed 


of my arguments by saying, 'Yon are 
ono of those reformers.' 
I acknowledge 


the charge, but said, I am also a pro- 
i ester, and have a. right to protest. 1 
am at tho head of manufacturing insti- 
tutions employing two million dollars of 
Fort Wayno capital, giving employmenv 
to 3,000 people who ar« making their 
homes in Fort Wayne; as ono of the 
largest citizen stockholders and taxpay- 
ers I have a right to demand and a duty 
to assist in securing the proper system 
of managing the affairs of *'ort Wayne- 
economically and efficiently.

interests, ho 
continued, have joincc 


hands, and no matter which party is 
in control,' they have friends at court 
The problem of the city, Mr. Thicmo de- 
clared, is the problem of the 
future 


and the problem of th« city is the 
problem of monopoly. 
Tho 
question 


for us to solve, he said, is how can we 
the people, again got control of the 
government ? 


Mr. Thieme's Remedy. 


As a remedy for the evils of which h 


complains, Mr. Thieme advocated the 
election to the legislature of men who wil 
pay more attention to th« people than to 
tho politician!. "Then," he 
said, 


must frame a new state constitution 
which will give to the people Hom« Hul 
for cities, with initiative, referendum 
and recall, proportional legislation, di 
rcct primaries and luch other laws in 
may be necessary to establish a rca 
democratio government. 


"To accomplish thia I suggest l Olt 


izens' league, to b» non-partisan in its 
organization and in its functions. Tho 
membership should bo made up of inrli 
vidual citizens, as well as of organ! 
zatlons, representing all classes of 
OUT 


citizenship, and should Jneludo social 
business, labor, church, professional am 
all other organizations excepting polit 
ical. This league would formulate and 
agree upon such reform legislation as 
it considers necessary to carry out the 
above purpose, and make that its plat- 
form. 


League Would Investigate. 


"Tha league would investigate the 


character »nd standing of

dates, the candidates of all parties, am 
ascertain their position on its platform 
and recommend to the voters those can 
didates who 
are acceptable

Take Steps to Organize. 


Prefacing his address, Mr. Thieme de 


clared that what he would say woul 
have no bearing upon the present po 
litical situation. The speech had bee 
prepared, he said, shortly after the leg 
islature had adjourned, but that he had 
delayed its delivery until after his re- 
tirement as president of the Commercial 
club, and the flood situation has con- 
tributed to its further postponement 
until this time. 


Following the address, E. M. Buchan- 


an offered a resolution that a Citizens' 
League along the lines indicated he or- 
ganized. It was adopted, as was also an 
amendment offered by S. F, Bowser em- 
powering Chairman Mossman to name 
a committee to put tho movement in 
effect. 
The latter announced that he 


would name a committee soon, and that 
hn would attempt to moke it a rep- 
resentative one. 
TTndrr a motion by K. 


F. Yimiellp. Mr. Thieme wns tendered 
a vote.of thanks for his address.
